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RECOMMEND ECONOMIES IN PAPER PRODUCTION 


Chief of the Pulp and Paper Section of the War Industries Board Sends Letter to Various Groups of Manufac- 


turers Outlining Certain Suggestions That Have Been Made for the Practice of Economy in Both the 
Manufacture and Consumption of Paper—These Changes Will Become Effective August | 


Unless Good Reasons Can Be Shown Why Modification Should Be Made. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

WasuincTon, D. C., July 15, 1918—The chief of the Pulp & 
Paper Section of the War Industries Board is sending out to 
various groups of manufacturers a letter, together with recom- 
mendations, which have been made by the group of manufac- 
turers involved. The letter of the writing paper manufacturers, 
which follows, is the same as being sent to the various groups: 


Letter Sent to Various Groups of Paper Makers 


“Because of the present and prospective shortage of raw mate- 
rials resulting in curtailment of tonnage, it is necessary that 
economies both in production and consumption shall become im- 
mediately effective. 

“At a conference with representatives of writing paper manu- 
facturers, held at the offices of the Pulp and Paper Section, the 
attached recommendations were made, and it is now the purpose 
to make these changes effective August 1, unless substantial rea- 
sons are immediately presented to show that by some modifica- 
tions the purposes of the Government can be better carried out.” 
A similar letter, with recommendations, is being sent to all 
branches of the paper industry. 


Tissue and Toilet Recommendations 

At a recent meeting with the committee of the tissue and toilet 
paper manufacturers, the following recommendations were sub- 
mitted as representing the methods by which curtailment could 
be effected: 

First: It was recommended that the manufacture of tissue 
paper in Jumbo rolls be restricted during the war to not less than 
12 pounds per cubic foot. 

Second: It is recommended that the manufacture of toilet 
paper be restricted, for the duration of the war, to those grades, 
sizes, and finishes as will run not less than nine pounds to the 
cubic foot when packed for shipment. 

Third: It is recommended that the manufacture of paper towel- 
ing in Jumbo rolls be restricted, for the duration of the war, to 
such grades and finish as will run not less than 15 pounds to 
the cubic foot and when packed in boxes for shipment, 11 pounds 
per cubic foot. 

It is further recommended that this suggestion shall not apply 
to such paper toweling as is now manufactured for use in special 
cabinets now on the market. 

Fourth: It is recommended that the maximum weight of plain 
toilet tissue, known as class No. 1, which included those high- 
grade lightweight tissues, not heavier than 10 to 11 pounds per 
ream, basis 24 x 36, 480 sheets, shall not exceed 11 pounds per 
ream. 

This will eliminate the following weights: 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 
18, and 20 pounds, both calendered and uncalendered. 

Fifth: It is recommended that the maximum weight of coarser 
toilet tissue paper, known as class No. 2, which embraces the lower 
grades and heavier weights than 11 pounds, shall not exceed 16 
pounds per ream, basis 24 x 36, 480 sheets. 

This will eliminate the following weights: 
22-pound papers of this class. 

Sixth: It is recommended that the size of flat packages of 
tissue paper be limited to 4% to 61%, but it is intended that the 
above restrictions shall not apply to paper now manufactured for 
use in special cabinets now on the market, where the sheet does

not exceed 2914 square inches to a single sheet, or 50 square inches 
to the double sheet. 

Seventh: It is recommended that in the manufacture of paper 
towels that the number of grades be reduced to two, viz.: (A)— 
25 and 30 pounds to the ream, basis 24 x 36 x 480 sheets, with a 
surface measurement of towels not exceeding 180 square inches. 
(B)—35 pounds to the ream, basis 24 x 36 x 480 sheets, surface 
measurement for towels not exceeding 150 square inches. 

The above restrictions do not apply to the manufacture of 
grades, which are now made for use in special cabinets now on 
the market. 

Writing Paper Recommendations 


The following recommendations were suggested by the writing 
paper manufacturers: 

First: That all writing papers be made to substance numbers. 

Second: That the maximum 
grades of paper be as follows: 

A—AIl bond papers, maximum weight substance No. 20. 

Note: It is further recommended that in special cases permits 
be given for the use of No. 24 for Government and legal docu-

ments. 

B—Flat writings, maximum weight substance No. 24. 

Note: It is suggested that a recommendation be made that the 
No. 24 substance weight be used only for special purposes, and 
that as far as possible the flat writings be confined to 20 pounds 
or lighter weight substance. 

C—Wedding and note correspondence paper, maximum weight 
substance No. 28. 

D—Ledger papers, maximum weight substance No. 26. 

Note: It is suggested that the ledger papers be made only in 
five thicknesses, i. e., 20, 24, 28, 32, and 36 substance weights. 

The recommendation that 32 and 36 be used only for perma- 
nent records in forms for large record book. 

E—Pasted wedding bristols, to be manufactured only in two 
and three sheets substance No. 28, i. e., 21 x 33, 52 pounds. 

Third: That all grades of paper manufactured be reduced to 
as few as possible, and not more than five grades each of flat writ- 
ings, bond or ledger paper be manufactured in any one mill. 

Fourth: That colored be reduced, exclusive of white, in any 
one grade, as follows: 

Bond papers to six; flat writings to six; ledgers to buff; envelope 
papers to six; cover papers to seven; wedding and note papers to 
five. - 

Fifth: That all index bristols be run to substance numbers in 
three weights, namely, Nos. 52, 68, and 8&4, the latter being a 
maximum weight, and that the colors be reduced to three, ex- 
clusive of white, namely, buff, blue and salmon. 

Sixth: That all shipping rolls of writing papers be wrapped 
instead of cased. 

Seventh: Cover papers. 

First: That the following maximum weight basis be estab- 
lished : 

Plain M. F. and S. & S. C.,, 20 x 25—50; sulphite and novelty 
covers for general commercial purposes, 20 x 25—65; for special 
purposes as distinguished from general commercial purposes, the 
manufacture of heavier grades will be permitted; coated covers, 
20 x 25—80. 

Second: That colors shall be reduced as follows: 

Plain M. F. and S. & S. C. reduced to seven colors, and white 
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in any one line. Sulphite and novelty colors shall be reduced to 
seven colors, and white in any one line. Coated colors shall be 
reduced to India, and white in any one line. 


Suggestions by Glazed Paper Men 

The glazed paper men suggested the following: 

First: That the basis weights of uncoated paper for glazed 
papers be restricted to 17, 19 and 24 pounds to a ream of 500 sheets 
in size 20 x 24. 

Second: That the standard sizes for rolls be confined to 24-inch, 
25-inch, and 26-inch sizes. 

Third: That the number of colors and shades in glazed paper 
shall be limited to 40, and that the standard shades shall be se- 
lected and adopted by the glazed-paper manufacturers. 

It developed in the conference that the equipment of the glazed- 
paper manufacturers could not be used in the manufacture of any 
other commodity, and the elimination of glazed papers would prac- 
tically result in closing up the industry. 

The following information about the industry was submitted: 

The number of glazed-paper manufacturers is 21. 

Fifteen replies to the glazed and fancy paper questionnaire may 
be summarized as follows: 

Kind of power used: Five companies report the use of electric 
power only. Four companies report the use of both electric and 
steam. Six companies report the use of steam only. 

If electric, specify source: Blackstone Valley Gas and: Electric 
Company, Metropolitar Electric Company, and the New England 
Power Company. 

KWH consumed: Of five companies reporting the use of elec- 
tric power, there were consumed for the year 1,993,956 KWH. 
Kind of fuel used, specify grade: Total coal used,, 25,695 tons; 
13 companies report the use of bituminous coal aggregating the 
consumption of 17,070 tons; two of the above companies also used 
anthracite coal amounting to 5,750 tons; one company reports the 
use of 2,500 tons of anthracite coal exclusively ; one company used 
60,000 gallons of fuel oil—375 tons of coal. 

Amount of above fuel required for heating and insurance re- 
quirements (regardless of operating conditions), 6,101 tons; total 
average daily production of finished paper for these 15 companies, 
138 tons; average amount of all material (except fuel) received 
at plant, 150 tons. 

Proportion of production sold for either direct or indirect use 
of the Government and the Allies. Answers vary from none to 
8714 per cent. In several cases the amount was unknown. 

Proportion of production sold for export: An average of ap- 
proximately & per cent. 

Male, 1,006; female, 273. 
Average 55 hours. 

Wood pulp papers, papers of 
various grades, widths and weights. Cotton cloth casein, English 
and American clay, water pulp colors, wooden cases, potato starch, 
glue, shellac, blanc fixe, carnauba wax, talc, colors,‘ aniline and 
pigment, formaldehyde, caustic soda, mixing room chemicals, satin 
white, sizing, printing inks.

Wrapping Paper Suggestions 

The wrapping-paper men suggested : 

First: That for commercial wrappings the following limita- 
tions should be established in manufacturing: 

A—All paper to be made in the following basis weights: i. ¢., 
20, 25, 30, 35, 40, 50, 60, 70, 80 pounds. 

B—All stock papers to be limited to the following sizes: i. e., 

Sheets—12 x 18, 15 x 20, 18 x 24, 20 x 30, 24 x 36, 3 x 40, 
36 x 48, 40 x 48, 48 x 64. 

Nine-inch Rolls—6, 9, 12, 15, 18, 20, 24, 27, 30, 36, 40, 48. 


No. 1 Sulphate Kraft 


C—On all sizes up to 36 x 48, inclusive, the maximum weight 
shall be basis 24 x 36—50 pounds to 480 sheets. 
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On all sizes larger, the maximum weights shall be basis 24 x 36 
—80 pounds to 480 sheets. 

On all size rolls up to and including 36 inches the maximum 
weight shall be basis 24 x 36—50 pounds to 480 sheets. 

On all size rolls larger than 36 inches the maximum weight 
shall be basis 24 x 36—80-pounds to 480 sheets. 


Butchers’ Papers 


D—On butchers’ paper the maximum basis weight to be as 
follows: 
1. Dry finish butchers’... 
2. Water finish butchers’ 
3. Butchers’ manilla 


24 x 36—40 pounds to 480 sheets 
24 x 36—50 pounds to 480 sheets 
24 x 36—60 pounds to 480 sheets 


Miscellaneous Grades 


E—On all wrapping papers, exclusive of No. 1 sulphate kraft, 
butchers’ manilla, pattern bogus, screenings, mill wraps, straw-rag 
tissue, and toilet papers, the following basis weights shall apply: 

On all sizes up to 36 x 48, inclusive, the maximum weight shall 
be basis 24 x 36—70 pounds to 480 sheets. 

On all sizes larger, the maximum weights shall be basis 24 x 36 
—112 pounds to 480 sheets. 

On all size rolls up to and including 36 inches, the maximum 
weight shall be basis 24 x 36—70 pounds to 480 sheets. 

On all size rolls larger than 36 inches the maximum weight shall 
be basis 24 x 36—112 pounds to 480 sheets. 

F—That no orders shall be made in the grades above men- 
tioned in other than sizes specified, unless such order shall be for 
not less than five tons to be made and shipped in one delivery. 
That no orders shall be made for special weights, i. e., basis 
weights other than those above specified, unless such order shall 
be for not less than 30 tons to be made and shipped in one de- 
livery. 

Recommendations by Envelope Men 

At a conference the latter part of last week with officials of the 
Pulp and Paper Section of the War Industries Board, the en- 
velope manufacturers presented the following recommendations for 
economies insofar as their trade is concerned: 


First: That all white and colored envelope papers be manufac- 
tured on substance numbers. 

Second: That the maximum weight of envelopes grades in com- 
mercial sizes below No. 2 rag quality be substance No. 23, i. e., 
basis 22% x 30—50.5 Ibs. to 500 sheets. 

Third: That the maximum weight for the higher grades for 
stationers’ use, be fixed at No. 32 substance, i. e. 2214 x 30—58 lbs. 
to 500 sheets. 

Fourth: That colored commercial envelopes in ordinary en- 
velope grades be limited to six colors and white. 

Fifth: That the maximum weight for bond papers for envelopes 
be substance No. 20, i. e., 17 x 20—20 Ibs. to 500 sheets. 

Sixth: That colored bond envelopes be limited to six colors and 
white of any one grade. 

Seventh: That 40 lbs. manila, i. e., basis 22%. x 30—40 lbs. to 
500 sheets be eliminated. 

Eighth: That official and commercial size envelopes in sizes up 
to and including size No. 7, i. e., 334 x 63% shall be boxed 500 
envelopes in a box. 

Ninth: That drugs, pays, coins in sizes up to and including No. 
3‘coins, i. e., 2% x 43% shall be boxed, not less than 1,000 in a box. 

Tenth: That the maximum length of a box for envelopes up to 
and including substance No. 28, shall be 15 inches.

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SUMMARY OF PAPER INDUSTRY 
FOR THE MONTH OF JUNE, 1918 


Report Just Given Out by the Federal Trade Commission Re- 
garding Production, Shipments and Stocks of All Paper 
Mills in the United States for the Month Show That News 
Print Mill Stocks Are Only Equal to About One Week’s 
Output—Report Shows That Book Paper Mills Stocks 
Are Only Equal to About One and One-Half Week's 
Output—Report on Other Varieties. 


Wasuinocton, D. C., July 15, 1918—The following tabulation is 
a summary of production, shipments, and stocks of all paper mills 
in the United States for the month of June, 1918. The mills 
have been classified for convenience into ten groups, according to 
the grades of paper made. Some mills making several grades 
appear in more than one group, so that there is a duplication in 
the total number of mills reporting. 

The variation in the number of mills from one week to another 
is due in part to the fact that some mills do not run continuously 
on the same grade. The difficulty in classifying mills correctly 
may also have affected the grouping in a few cases. 

The stocks of paper carried by different mills depend not only 
upon the conditions of the market, but also upon the kind of 
paper made, the trade customs, etc. 

Variation in stocks is due also to a difference in the mills, as 
well as the number of mills tabulated, and to the fact that mills 
are classified according to production instead of stocks. 

Reports from eleven mills at the end of the period showed no 
production and nine others only a small per cent. of their normal 
capacity. The principal reasons assigned for loss of time were 
making repairs, fire, accident, lack of help, orders, fuel and 
material. 

Explanation of Attached Table 


News print includes all standard news and special grades of 
news print, but excludes hanging paper, which is shown sepa- 
rately. 

Book paper includes all periodical paper and miscellaneous 
grades of machine finish, supercalendered, coated, etc. The stocks 
contain a duplication of about 5,000 tons. 

Paper board includes all grades of board, such as box, straw, 
chip, tag, press, fibre, binders, leather, bristol, etc. 

Wrapping includes kraft, manilas, fibre, and miscellaneous 
grades, such as glassine, grease proof, etc., but excludes bag paper, 
which is shown separately. 

Fine paper includes writings, bonds, ledgers, etc. 

Tissue includes toilet, crépe, fruit wrappers, etc. 

Felts and building papers include roofing, felt, sheathing and 
other grades of building papers. 

Miscellaneous includes a great variety of specialties that do not 
classify under any of the above heads.

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BIG IMPROVEMENT MAY NOW 
PROCEED ON OGLESBY MILLS 





Paul A. Sorg Company of Middletown, and Middletown 
Hydraulic Company Have Adjusted Their Difficulties 
Which Will Allow the Former Concern to Go Ahead 
With Extensive Additions to the W. B. Oglesby Paper 
Mills That It Planned After Recently Acquiring This 
Property—Hamilton Concerns Make Improvements— 
Unusually Large Straw Crop Is Harvested. 





Dayton, O., July 15, 1918—The Paul A. Sorg Paper Company, 
of Middletown, and the Middletown Hydraulic Company have 
adjusted their difficulties and the city will proceed with the vaca- 
tion of Water street in that town. By thus amicably settling their 
dispute, the Sorg interests, which long have been important in the 
industrial interests of the city, will be enabled to go ahead with 
the paper company’s plans for the extension of the W. B. Oglesby 
paper mills, which the Sorg company purchased some time ago, 
as mentioned at the time in the Paper Trape JouRNAL. 

The city of Middletown also will proceed to erect a bridge 
for a new siding to extend to the water works plant, the Sorg 
company having agreed to pay $2,500 of the cost of the bridge 
which will involve an outlay of $3,800. This generous offer of the 
company was made in consideration of the vacation of Water street. 

Announcement that an agreement finally had been reached by 
the company and the Hydraulic interests was made at a meeting 
of the City Commission by J. A. Aull, representing the Sorgs, and 
R. A. Kaser, the Hydraulic company. It was stated that the Hy- 
draulic company had decided to withdraw all objection to the 
proposed improvement and that it was willing that the city should 
pass an ordinance vacating Water street from First street to a 
line 150 feet north of the north line of Second street. 

Consequently the ordinance was given its first reading, and 
Engineer Morrison was ordered to confer with the Big Four 
Railroad Company without delay, looking to the construction of 
the bridge over the hydraulic. With the construction of the new 
siding the city will no longer be required to haul coal from the 
siding which ended at a point to be vacated for the Oglesby plant 
extension. It now is expected that the Sorg company will pro- 
ceed with the enlargement of the mills which have been consid- 
ered among the best of their kind in the country. 

The Oglesby mills have been run on bonds, writings, ledgers and 
offset papers, specializing in the last named, and have been rec- 
ognized as leaders for years. When John Omwake, Morris Renick 
and their associates decided to sell out to the Sorg company some 
months ago, the latter planned for important additions, but up to 
this time has not been able to make much progress except to im- 
prove the equipment. The Oglesby company, which has retained 
its name and identity, will make the building improvements as 
rapidly as material and labor can be obtained. 

Another development of the City Commission meeting at which 
the hydraulic controversy was adjusted, was the granting of a 
building permit to the Sorg paper company for the construction 
of an annex to the Sorg mills. The matter had been referred to 
the committee of the whole and a decision in favor of the company 
was reached after mature deliberation. 


Building Improvements in Hamilton 
Hamilton is one of the busiest centers in the Miami Valley these 
days. With the Miami conservancy projects under full sway there, 
as well as at other points, and the industrial plants rushed to the 
limit, the town is taking on a prosperous air that has not been in 
evidence for several years. This rush of business has resulted in 


a number of building improvements, 





During the past week building permits have been issued to the 
Black-Clawson Company, manufacturer of paper-making machines, 
for the erection of a carpenter shop which will cost $5,000, and a 
blacksmith shop which will cost $1,000. The Hamilton Foundry 
and Machine Company was granted a permit to erect a $5,000 
addition; the Hooven, Owens & Rentschler Company an addition 
for coal reserves, and the Mosler Company a $5,000 addition. 


Much Straw Available for Board Mills 

Practically all of the wheat in Ohio has been harvested, and 
the great number of golden shocks which gladden the hearts of 
autoists and travelers promise to make some exceedingly large 
straw stacks, which in turn will make the straw paper manufac- 
turers happy to the point of ebullition. It is estimated that the 
crop in this state amounts to forty million bushels, the state agri- 
cultural department making this estimate after a careful survey. 
It is one of the largest wheat crops ever known, rivaling that of 
last year, which held the record. The report states: “The South- 
ern Ohio (embracing the Miami Valley) wheat is about all cut, 
and throughout the state the work of harvesting is in active 
progress. Wheat shows the same prospective yield for the state 
as a whole, as estimated some months ago, namely, 108 per cent. 
of average (which is equivalent to 18 bushels per acre) com- 
puted upon a basis of 16.5 bushels per acre, the standard repre- 
sented by 100 per cent. This should produce approximately 34,- 
076,610 bushels. However, the threshers’ returns are liable to 
increase the average to 20 bushels per acre, which would bring 
the total production up to 40,000,000 bushels.” 

All of which sounds good to the straw-paper men, particularly 
when it is remembered that favorable reports are at hand relative 
to the straw crop in Michigan, Indiana and Kentucky, and those 
portions of Pennsylvania which also assist in giving the manu- 
facturers all of the raw material they need for the year. 


Col. Talbott Busy With Air Craft Production 

Col. H. E. Talbott and George B. Smith, both of whom are well 
known in the paper trade, have submitted data and aircraft pro- 
duction facts to Presidential Investigator Charles E. Hughes and 
Attorney General Gregory, who have been conducting an injuiry 
at the Federal building during the week. A number of other 
witnesses were called and all available details were submitted. It 
is expected that the Dayton Wright Airplane Company, in which 
Colonel Talbott and associates are interested, will complete its 
thousandth battle-plane this month, thus more than achieving the 
results promised. 


Get Controlling Interest in Cushnoc Paper Co.

Avucusta, Me., July 12, 1918—Important changes have been 
made in the management and ownership of the Cushnoc Paper 
Company, of this city, a controlling interest in the company 
having been purchased by Richard H. Smith and Walter E.

Orders Are Generally Behind with Little Prospects of Catching 
Up for Some Time to Come—Advance Registered in 
Some Varieties of Paper—Waste Papers and Rags Also 
Are Advancing—-Garden City Paper Mill Company Will 
Start Its New Wax Paper Mill at Merritton This Month 
—Ontario Branch of Canadian Paper Trade Association 
Forms Wrapping Paper Section. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Ont., July 15, 1918—The paper business in all de- 
partments continues brisk, with the labor situation the chief un- 
settling factor. There is no improvement in this respect and the 
output of the mills is being seriously curtailed as a result. Orders 
are generally behind, with little prospect of catching up for some 
time to come. The transportation situation is better than it has 
been; there is little complaint in the case of carload shipments, 
but less than carload lots are still slow in delivery. Buying is 
strong, but whether it is to meet the natural demand or is largely 
speculative in character is hard to determine. The opinion of 
some experienced mill men is that it is occasioned by the latter 


condition, both jobbers and large consumers anticipating a short- 
age and higher prices. 


Bonds Are Advanced 


During the week just closed there has been an all-around 
marking up of the price of bonds and writings. Sulphite bonds 
are up from 12% to 13 cents; light tinted bonds from 13% to 14 
cents, and dark tinted bonds from 15 to 15% cents. 
have also been advanced a cent to 12% cents. 

While there has been no increase in the price of wrappings to 
date, it is understood that a meeting of the wrapping paper manu- 
facturers will be held this week, when advances will likely be 
decided upon. At present wrappings range from 434 to 63% cents 
and prices are very strong. In the meantime prices on kraft paper 
have been withdrawn, with the prospect of quite an advance on 
former prices this week. Kraft pulp is described as tremendously 
strong at present. Considerably higher prices than have pre- 
vailed in Canada are obtainable on export business, though of 
course this is dependent on procuring shipping space. Makers of 
kraft paper state that they are months behind on their orders. 


Writings 


Waste and Rags Higher 


After being dead for some time back the market for waste 
papers and rags has revived and prices are again jumping. Soft 
white book shavings have advanced to 334 cents, and white en- 
velope cuttings are up from 3% to 4% cents. White news blanks, 
however, are dull and will not sell. Prices on books and ledgers 
are unchanged, but printed manillas are up from %4 cent to 1% 
cents, while kraft has jumped from 2% to 3% cents. News paper 
prices are steady. Mixed papers, print manillas and white shav- 
ings are the biggest climbers, while all new and old rags are in 
good demand at higher prices. 


Wrapping Section Formed 

An organization meeting was held here last Friday of the wrap- 
ping paper section of the Ontario Branch of the Canadian Paper 
Trade Association. Charles Syrett, of the Victoria Paper and 
Twine Company, Toronto, was elected chairman and a committee 
was named to confer with a committee to be named by the 
Wrapping Paper Manufacturers’ Association on matters of mutual 
interest to the trade. 

The work of organizing the various branches and sections of the 
Canadian Paper Trade Association is progressing satisfactorily. 


Five branches have now been established as follows: The Mari- 
time Branch under the chairmanship of D. A. Schofield, the 
Schofield Paper Company, St. John, N. B.; the Quebec Branch, 
chairman, J. P. Rolland, Rolland Paper Company, Montreal; the 
Ontario Branch, chairman, C. W. Graham, Buntin, Gillies & Co., 
Hamilton: the Prairie Province Branch, chairman, John Martin, 
the John Martin Paper Company, Winnipeg and the British Colum- 
bia Branch (organizing).

New Wax Paper Mill 

The Garden City Paper Mill Company announces that its new 
wax paper mill at Merritton, Ont., which has been equipped in the 
most thorough and up-to-date manner, is starting to operate this 
month and it will have a full line of waxed papers to offer. This 
is the company’s second paper mill. It already is running a tissue 
and toilet plant at St. Catharines. Up to the present time the trade 
has been supplied for the most part with waxed paper by firms, 
which have merely waxed paper made by other mills. 

At the new Merritton plant the paper will be both manufactured 
and waxed. 


All Trade Marks Registered 

An important undertaking, which has recently been completed 
by the association, has been the establishment of a bureau for the 
registration of all trade names, trade marks, etc., in use in the 
Canadian paper trade. This information is often in request and 
will be more so as the country grows and the industry expands. 
Quite frequently one firm will adopt some name in perfect good 
faith and in the belief that no other firm is using it and then find 
out later, perhaps by accident, that it has been infringing the rights 
of some competitor. To obviate this and prevent trouble, a register 
of all names at present in use has been made and all that will be 
necessary when a firm wishes to adopt a new name, will be to 
make inquiries at the bureau whether such a name is or is not 
already in use. 

The association is at present co-operating with the Paper Manu- 
facturers’ Association, the Toronto Board of Trade and other 
bodies, in an effort to secure a modification of the freight charges 
on paper shipments. At present, where a car is loaded with 
several different grades of paper, the rate charged on the car is 
that for the paper of highest classification. This is regarded as 
very unfair since a car will often be loaded almost to capacity 
with low classification paper while a small quantity of higher 
classification paper will be sufficient to make the charges excessive. 
What is sought is that the paper should be charged on the basis 
of the quantity of each kind in the car. It is hoped that a favorable 
ruling will be received. 


Labor Troubles 
A despatch from Vancouver states that the big mills of the 
Powell River Pulp & Paper Company have been tied up as a 
result of a strike of pulpmakers. Both the pulpmakers and the 
papermakers employed by the company had agreed to wait until 
July 1 before taking strike action and by that time it was expected 
the general scale of wages would be adjusted. On Monday, July 1, 
the papermakers were advised by their headquarters to take no 
action, as the new schedule was in the mails, and they were willing 
to wait until it arrived. The pulpmakers, however, did not receive 
any such intimation and decided to strike. As the papermakers 
could not go on without pulp, they had to quit work. It is under- 

stood that the difficulty was soon adjusted. 
There has also been a strike at the paper mills at Fort Frances, 
Ont. These mills supply practically all the newspapers of Western 
Canada from Port Arthur to Calgary and for a time it looked as 
if some papers might have to suspend publication. Here again 
the trouble was socn remedied and operations were resumed. A 
strike at the mill of the Ontario Paper Company at Thorold has

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PLANT OF THE REX PAPER CO. 
IS SHUT DOWN BY ACCIDENT 


Flywheel Breaks, Crashing Through Side of Building and 
Causing Operations to Be Suspended for Forty-eight 
Hours—Fortunately No One Is Injured—Standard Paper 
Co. Hangs Roll of Honor in Its Mill Containing the 
Names of Nineteen Employees—Kalamazoo Loose Leaf 
Binder Co. Makes a Considerable Addition to Its Plant— 


Corporation Statements of Paper Companies. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Kaamazoo, Mich., July 15, 1918—If an accident can be said 
to be lucky one of that kind befell the Rex Paper Company 
recently. Just as the hour of the regular week-end shut 
down approached the fly-wheel on the constant speed engine 
that operates the paper machine broke. One piece, 500 pounds 
in weight, crashed through the side of the building, tearing a 
hole in the masonry ten feet square. Another piece of the 
wheel was propelled upwards, breaking the line shafting, 
passing on through the concrete floor and the wet end of the 
paper machine and thence through the roof. While it caused 
considerable property damage and necessitated a shut down of 
the mill for about 48 hours, the mill officials consider it very 
lucky that not a person was in any way injured. Two men 
who had been working around the engine had just left for a 
minute or two and returned almost immediately after the acci- 
dent occurred, thus narrowly escaping almost certain death. 

Last spring an incipient cyclone hit the Rex mill and un- 
roofed a portion of the mill and tore down a portion of the 
sidewall, but no one was injured. 


, Standard Paper Co.’s Roll of Honor 


In a prominent place in the Standard Paper Company’s 
mill hangs the company’s “Roll of Honor,” the names of nine- 
teen employees who have taken up arms in the great war 
against the Central Powers being inscribed thereon. It is 
metal and of attractive design, the name of each man being 
inscribed on a separate plate. Others can be added at any 
future date. 

One of the number, Leland Johnson, member of the 126th 
Infantry, under the command of Col. Joe Westnedge, died of 
sickness in France. The others are still in the service. The 
list of names includes Leland Johnson, Robert Wall, Allie 
Osman, Clyde Clark, Grover Graham, Frank Talmadge, War- 
ren Gerry, Clarence Baker, Charles McVicker, W. E. Nichols, 
Sherman Howe, Sam Lesterhouse, Edward Boggess, William 
Cramer, R. Osman, Earl Kirk, E. McNally, Arthur Gallup and 
Benjamin Stockwell. 

The mill also flies a service flag and has recently erected 
a flagstaff on its main building to carry “Old Glory.” 


Kalamazoo Binder Co. Makes Addition 

The Kalamazoo Loose Leaf Binder Company has made a 
considerable addition to its immense plant by leasing 12,000 
square feet of floor space in the building recently purchased 
by the Saniwax Paper Company. This immediately adjoins 
the main plant of the loose leaf binder company, and being on 
the ground floor will be used for the receiving, shipping and 
box-making departments. 

The space now occupied by these departments in the main 
building will be used to extend the printing department. Two 
Miehle and two automatic printing presses and a large amount 
of additional equipment have been ordered for installation 
therein.

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CANADA AT DISADVANTAGE 
IN SUPPLYING NEWS PRINT 


A. L. Dawe, Secretary of the Canadian Pulp & Paper Asso- 
ciation, Outlines the Handicaps to Which the Canadian 
Paper Making Industry Is Subjected in Supplying the 
American Market—Waters in Rivers of Quebec Province 
Have Reached an Unprecedented Height Resulting in 
Advantage to the Paper and Pulp Mills—Forestry Courses 
for Returned Soldiers—New Paper Concern. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


MonTrEAL, Que., July 15, 1918—A. L. Dawe, secretary of the 
Canadian Pulp and Paper Association, writes an interesting com- 
ment on “Investor’s” letter (reproduced in the Montreal corre- 
spondence of the Paper TrapE JourNAL last week) regarding the 
disadvantage under which the Canadian paper-making industry 
labors in supplying the American market, as a result of the re- 
cent order of the Federal Trade Commission affecting the price 
of paper, as compared with American manufacturers. 


Mr. Dawe’s Letter 


“Not only is it true,” says Mr. Dawe, “that whereas 95 per cent. 
of Canadian-made paper comes under the ruling of the commis- 
sion in that its makers are obliged to be governed by the maxi- 
mum price of $62 a ton if they sell their product in the states, 
while a large proportion of American-made paper is left free to 
be disposed of at any price the manufacturers may be able to 
obtain, but it is also true that the American and Canadian in- 
terests which together were instrumental in bringing about this 
(for Canada) anomalous situation are now planning as to how 
they may force the small minority of Canadian paper-makers at 
present unaffected by the price-fixing order, to sell their product 
in the states.at the price fixed by the commission. The ‘Fourth 
Estate,’ a New York trade paper devoted to the interests of those 
who form the great bulk of news print paper consumers in the 
states, tells in its current issue how it is proposed to put the 
screws on the unaffected paper-makers of Canada should they 
attempt to market their product how and where they please. 

“*Technically or legally,’ says this special pleader for the U. S. 
paper consumers, ‘they (the unaffected Canadian paper mills) 
might divert their product to Australia, South America or other 
markets. There appear to be two, if not three, good stop logs 
against any such diversion, if international governmental control 
is going to be assumed, meaning thereby, that the Canadian and 
United States governments co-operate in the supplying and dis- 
tribution of news print paper in North America. The three factors 
are: ; 

“*(1) The United States should shut off coal and sulphur sup- 
plies to such paper mills in Canada as refuse to take care of their 
former customers under the ruling of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. 

“*(2) The Canadian War Trade Board should refuse to grant 
export licenses. 

“*(3) Individual indictments under the anti-trust law against 
such mills, being members of the N. M. A., who have not previ- 
ously been arraigned.’ 

“You will note the naive way in which these people calmly 
suggest that the Canadian Government should co-operate with 
the United States Government in putting the screws on Canadian 
manufacturers who choose to consult their own interests in selling 
their products, while admitting their ‘legal and technical right’ to 
do so. They even suggest that the Government of Canada should 
assist in securing the indictment of the Canadian manufacturers, 
should they prove recalcitrant in the matter, before a United 
States court. And why not? MHasn’t our Government by its 


treatment of the Canadian paper-makers already given color to 
the idea that it is indifferent as to what happens to them? It will 
not surprise anyone familiar with the facts to find that the Cana- 
dian people are now to be asked to lend their assistance to the 
prosecution of one of their leading industries before a foreign 
tribunal, any more than it caused the slightest surprise when the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Association recently passed a 
resolution directing the Canadian Government not to permit any 
Canadian-made paper to be exported to countries other than those 
approved by the American publishers. 

“We do live in parlous times, however. It is only seven years 
or so ago since a Government was returned to power in Canada 
largely on the cry of ‘No truck nor trade with the Yankees.’ A 
senseless cry then, it would be still more so today, but that does 
not imply that any Canadian industry is not entitled to a fair and 
square opportunity to seek the best markets and obtain the best 
prices for its products without having to fight with the authorities 
for the privilege.” 

Forestry Courses for Returned Soldiers 

Under the auspices of the Vocational Branch of the Military 
Hospitals Commission, returned Canadian soldiers are being 
trained to qualify as forest guards. It is stipulated that men 
enrolling must be in fairly good physical condition, have a fair 
education, and possess previous experience as lumbermen, log- 
gers, trappers, or ranchers. 


Encouraging Tree Cultivation 

The Provincial Government of Quebec is entering on an active 
campaign for encouraging tree cultivation and preserving wood- 
lots on farms. Hon. Jules Allard, Minister of Lands and Forests, 
has announced that farmers and others can obtain young trees 
from the Government nursery at Berthierville, and that he would 
be glad to have all those who need advice write to the Chief of 
the Forest Service, Quebec. The Government will then furnish 
freely the necessary advice on the management of the plantation 
so as to improve and perpetuate the woodlots. The Forest Serv- 
ice will pay the salary of an expert to visit and advise, and all the 
expense the forest owner will be put to is providing board and 
transportation. The necessary young trees will be furnished at a 
nominal price. 

Sixty public meetings have been held in the province in the past 
six weeks under the auspices of the Government to arouse interest 
in the preservation of the forests.

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NORTHERN NEW YORK PLANTS 
LACK ADEQUATE COAL SUPPLY 


If Present Situation Continues Some of the Mills May Be 
Definitely Forced to Close Down—Time of Year When 
the Mills Should Be Storing Coal for Winter Require- 
ments But in Place of This They Are Receiving Supplies 


That Are Inadequate for Their Running Requirements— 
Frank L. Moore Explains Steps That Have Been Taken 
to Standardize Wrapping Paper—To Meet in New York. 


Watertown, N. Y., July 15, 1917.—The paper mills and other 
industries of Northern New York are now suffering because of a 
lack of coal and inability to obtain a storage supply for the winter 
season. If the present situation continues it is claimed that many 
mills will be ultimately forced to shut down. 


Fuel Administration Explains Situation 

Edward N. Smith, county fuel administrator, has had the situa- 
tion brought to his attention and he says he has found that the 
Federal fuel administration has permitted a shipment of full quota 
to New England states to the detriment of this section. When 
asked about the situation he said: 

“The supply of coa! for the mills of this section is coming 
totally inadequate for the running requirements of the mills. This 
matter was not brought to my attention until Tuesday when im- 
mediate steps were taken to find the difficulty and apply the 
remedy. 

“I discovered that Northern New York is suffering by reason 
of the New England order whereby those states are receiving their 
full quota of coal. If this continues it amounts to gross dis- 
crimination against this territory and can not be explained on any 
basis of equitable distribution of coal. The same cause created 
the critical situation of last winter which was ultimately remedied. 

“This is the time of the year when the mills should be storing 
coal against the winter requirements, yet with one or two ex- 
ceptions, no coal for storage is being received. If present condi- 
tions are allowed to continue there is liable to be a shut down of 
the mills. 

“T request the mill owners to be most insistent in their demands 
and exert the most intense pressure upon the distributors, at the 
same time keeping me advised as to their conditions. Unless 
present situation is remedied forthwith the most radical action will 
be required.” 


To Standardize Wrapping Paper 

Wrapping paper must be made of standard size and weight 
under a new regulation being promulgated by the paper section of 
the War Industries Board. Frank L. Moore, president of the 
Newton Falls Paper Company, has just returned from Washing- 
ton where he was in conference with the board on this point. 
He said today that the purpose is to make conditions better for 
the manufacturers. 

“There is no intention on the part of the board to handicap any 
mill or injure any section,” said Mr. Moore, “but jt is intended to 
reduce heavy weight wrapping papers and make all mills manu- 
facture a standardized weight and size of paper. This will save 
in transportation and enable the mills to produce the most square 
yards of paper possible. The daily use of wrapping paper is now 
so great that it is expected that every mill will be compelled to 
run 100 per cent. time. Some mills may be asked to make dif- 
ferent grades of paper than that normally manufactured.” 


To Meet in New York July 22-23 
Mr. Moore was chairman of a special committee of the wrap- 
ping paper manufacturers, and the other members of the com- 


mittee were Henry W. Stokes, of the York Haven Paper Company, 
Philadelphia, Pa., and Allen M. Fletcher, of the Fletcher Paper 
Company, Alpina, Mich. A meeting is called for July 22 and 23 in 
New York when all manufacturers of wrapping paper will join in 
an organization on a war service basis. 

At the New York meeting the details planned at Washington 
will be taken up and suggestions agreed upon. The manufactur- 
ing men may have some practical suggestions that will improve 
upon the weights and measures tentatively agreed upon by the 
board. 

The order will affect a larger number of mills in this section. 
Among them are the Newton Falls Paper Company, Island Paper

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LABOR TROUBLE AT HOLYOKE 
AGAIN THREATENS OUTBREAK 


After Several Conferences Loftmen Inform the Manufacturers 
That the Proposals Submitted Do Not Meet with Their 
Approval—Geo. A. Galliver, President of the American 
Writing Paper Co., Informs Employees That Hereafter 
Women Will Be Taught to Take Men’s Positions in the 
Loft—Men, However, Will Be Placed in Positions to 
Which More Pay Is Attached—Other Labor Troubles. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

HotyokeE, Mass., July 15, 1918.—The threatened strike of the loft- 
men employed in the paper mills in this city took on a sudden 
change in color during the past week, when, after several con- 
ferences between the manufacturers and a committee representing 
the employees, the loftmen at a special meeting rejected the pro- 
posals submitted by the manufacturers as being inadequate; the 
American Writing Paper Company notifying the men engaged in 
this occupation that their positions would be filled by women wher- 
ever possible. 

In taking this action the American Writing Paper Company, 
through its president, George A. Galliver, has again taken the 
initiative in employing women in departments of the manufactur- 
ing end. 


President Galliver’s Letter 


The following self-explanatory letter was sent by President 
Galliver to the loftmen last week, Friday morning: 

To the Loftmen: 

The time has now arrived when it is necessary for us to give 
serious consideration to the placing of women in the mills to take 
the place of men where the work is within the capacity of women. 

One of the first places where we shall begin to teach women to 
do men’s work is in the loft. It is our desire, where women re- 
place men, that they shall receive the same rate of pay as the men 
they succeed and that the men should take up other positions in 
the mill. We will, therefore, guarantee to each loftman a position 
where the wages will be in excess of the rates paid in the loft. 
Due consideration will also be given to the individual’s preference 
as to kind of work, together with his adaptability for the work. 

We very much regret the circumstances which make it necessary 
to disturb our organization. We feel, however, that this can be 
done without in any way impairing the cordial relations which 
have existed between the loftmen and the company. It is the war 
condition of our country that creates this situation and the pa- 
triotic duty of every citizen is to do his best to keep all essential 
industries in full operation. Your company must perforce adapt 
itself to these war-time conditions, but it can and does guarantee 
that the men will not suffer any pecuniary loss.

Loftmen Await Action of Brotherhood 


The loftmen in the meantime are sitting tight and will not go 
out on strike until such action is sanctioned by the International 
Brotherhood of Paper Makers. Their demands for increases 
amounts to 50 cents per day flat, and is independent of the new 
demands made by the Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers, which seeks 
a scale of advances for every other department of the mill. 

The demands of Eagle Lodge also affects workers in the paper 
mills at Mittineague, West Springfield, Woronoco and South 
Hadley Falls. 


The readjusted wage schedule offered the wage increase com- 


mittee of the Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers was again rejected 
by the unions at a special meeting held yesterday. The new 
schedule of wages offered by the manufacturers is still unsatis- 
factory, this being the second time that the operatives have turned 
down the proposals of the manufacturers. It is probable that 
the representatives of the workers and manufacturers will get to- 
gether again during the coming week for the purpose of further 
considering the matter. The manufacturers two weeks ago agreed 
that the employees should be given an increase and that it should 
be made to date back from July 1, but the question yet undecided 
is how much of an increase is just at this time. 


Our Labor Difficulty Adjusted 


One of the difficulties in the local labor situation has been ad- 
justed in the raising of wages for all unorganized mill workers. 
This was brought about today when about 300 of these employees, 
including practically every mill in the city went out on strike to 
enforce a demand for increased wages. The strike was short 
lived, the workers after being promised a substantial advance in 
their salaries to date back from July 1, readily returning to work. 
None of the mills were tied up while the men were out, but of 
course a lengthy strike would have had more or less serious 
results. The meeting of the strikers was addressed by George 
A. Galliver, president of the American Writing Paper Company. 
The fact that he addressed them came about in a peculiar way. 
The men assembled in the Polish Hall, and all were given to un- 
derstand that Mr. Galliver would address them. Mr. Galliver 
authorized no such statement, but rather than to disappoint them 
he went to the hall, and afterward expressed himseif as being 
greatly pleased with the courtesy extended him by the strikers. 

Those that went out on strike included beater workers, beater 
helpers, washer helpers and stock lifters who | eretofore were paid 
the minimum of $2.90 per day, and who are now to receive less 
than 43 cents an hour or $3.44 per day. The platform workers 
under the new schedule are increased from $2.75 to not less than 
39 cents per hour, or $19.50 per 50 hour week. 

The back pay and increase will be paid them this week. 


Freight Yards Are Busy Spots 


With the local paper mills running full blast during the past 
two or three months the rush of freight, both incoming and out- 
going, has been record breaking. In fact, the local freight yards 
have been swamped to such an extent that the New Haven railroad 
has now installed here an additional switching crew to handle the 
situation. At the present time an average of 100 cars a day are 
coming into this city, filled with raw materials and coal. The 
local manufacturers are loading up their bins at a great rate, 
especially the paper manufacturers, who have been warned that 
they may be taken off the preferred list in the near futw 
great coal shipments, coupled with the intensified output « 
products, has created a rush that has seldom been equale 

To save the situation and to keep the cars moving tl 
manufacturers, together with the allied mills, have been 
to to unload the cars with the least possible delay, as every. car 
unloaded makes room for another car coming in. The manufac- 
turers are co-operating to the best of their ability, and even go 
so far as to pay high wages, working crews overtime and on holi- 
days to unload cars. 


F. H. Whittelsey Co. in Bankruptcy 


Hartrorp, Conn., July 6, 1918—Creditors of the F. H. Whittel- 
sey Company, of Windsor Locks, filed a petition in the United 
States District Court today asking that the concern be adjudged 
bankrupt. An application was also made to Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy E. M. Yeomans for the appointment of a temporary re- 
ceiver. The help quit work last Saturday and the mill has been 
closed since.

Jenkins Company, booksellers and publishers, of Sixth avenue 
and Forty-eight street, by Supreme Court Justice Donnelly yes- 
terday in a creditors’ action brought in behalf of the Empire 
Trust Company, in which the Jenkins company joined in the ap- 
plication for a receivership to conserve the assets of the com- 
pany. The corporation owes the trust company on notes for $16,-

depleted. It has valuable assets which, if conserved, will reduce 
the debts greatly, but if litigation ensues as a result of the debts 
the company will be forced to suspend business.

The situation in the market in 
paper really remains, it seems, in much the same condition as it 
did a few days after the announcement of the prices fixed by the 
Government on news print. It will be recalled that at that time 
there was much division of opinion as to whether the paper men 
really considered the arrangements satisfactory or whether they 
considered that, in view of the increased costs of the business, the 
prices fixed might necessitate the closing down of several mills. 
There were many rumors afloat at the time that the leading paper 
men expected it would be necessary to shut down many mills, 
and on those rumors a heavy short interest was brought into 
International Paper stock. There seems little reason to alter the 
opinion that one very important group in Paper took the bulk 
of the offerings at that time and that its buying was sufficiently 
extensive to make easy a sharp running in of the shots at almost 
any time.” 


Niagara Falls Trade News

Nracara Fatts, N. Y., July 15, 1918—A memorial service for 
Captain Elliot P. Hinds, president of the Hinds Paper Box Com- 
pany, of this city, who was killed in an aeroplane accident over 
the French lines last July 1, was held by the Niagara Falls lodge 
of Elks at its regular meeting last Thursday night. Past Exalted 
Ruler Philip Clancy delivered the eulogy. He told of the daring 
deeds of the young man before he joined the army to uphold 
democracy, and how, after he had learned.to fly, that the training 
of his youth had made him do daring deeds in the air that not 
only won him the respect of his brother aviators, but gained for 
him a commission. The speaker told how Captain Hinds’ un- 
timely death robbed this country of a patriot from whom greater 
things could have been expected when he met up with the enemy. 

Actual work of constructing the channel of the new $10,000,000 
Chippewa-Queenstown hydro-power canal was started last week, 
following a visit to Chippewa of Sir Adam Beck, minister of 
power for the Province of Ontario. The starting of the work, 
which is ahead of schedule, is due to the demand for power of 
industries engaged in war work on both sides of the border. The 
new Ontario canal will drop back into the Niagara at Queens- 
town Heights, where 30,000 cubic feet of water will fall every 
second, generating 300,000 horsepower.

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PAPER PRICES IN WAR TIME 


Better Grades Have Advanced About 70 Per Cent., Against Advances of 80 Per Cent.. for Labor and 250 
Per Cent for Materials—Foreign Mills Out of World Market—Prices Will Advance Rapidly—Facts 
from Address of H. H. Reynolds, of B. D. Rising Paper Company, Before the Master 
Printers, New York, July 11. 


H. H. Reynolds, of the B. D. Rising Paper Company, of 
Housatonic, Mass., spoke on the price of paper at a meeting of 
the Master Printers’ Association at the Grand Hotel in New York, 
Thursday evening of last week. Mr. Reynolds’ remarks were 
as follows: 

Since the war started prices of writing papers of the better 
class have advanced about 70 per cent. Mill labor has advanced 
80 per cent., materials 250 per cent. Imports have stopped, ex- 
ports have increased. Labor is threatened. Coal shortage may 
close the mills. It is the purpose of this survey to look at facts 
here and abroad and from them judge of the outlook regarding 
prices and supply. 


Mills in. Poor Condition at Outbreak of War 


To begin with it should be noted that for several years before 
the war the fine paper industry had not been in a good condi- 
tion. This was largely owing to the tariff which had opened 
our market to Canadian, Austrian and other papers, so that 
before the war opened we were receiving some 6,000 tons a day 
of imports. Our mills were idle and no new mills or exten- 
sions were undertaken, because unprofitable. Numerous re- 
ceiverships took place and mills closed their doors. At a time 
when the demands of the country were increasing, our facilities 
declined. After the war got under way, all this changed, but 
machinery and materials then became so scarce and high as to 
discourage new projects. 

The trade on the whole was in the position of the Irish 
peasant who didn’t mend his thatch when it was pleasant and 
couldn’t when it rained. 


Imports Cut Off, Exports Increased 


Now not only imports cut off but exports which in 
writing papers had been inconsiderable increased largely. The 
present exports probably figure $7,000,000.00 out of say $80,000,- 


000.00 of writings produced in the United States.

Normal Increase of Demand 
Add to this, the normal increase in the use of papers must 
be added. For four years this would no doubt amount to from 
5 to 10 per cent. 


Pressure of Good Business 

When times are “good,” the use of writing paper increases 
enormously. Every commercial transaction requires letters, en- 
velopes, invoices, order blanks, etc. When there is a shortage 
of freight cars, the writing paper business is good. 

Now to inadequate facilities at the beginning of the war, ces- 
sation of imports, expansion of exports, normal increase of 
demand for four years, several unusual factors are added to 


increase costs. We will touch on these separately. 


Transportation Affects Costs 
Transportation affects costs in two ways. When it is 
rupted, it causes scarcity and high prices of materials. Increases 
in freight rates figure not once but perhaps a dozen times in 
increasing prices. Not only must the increase between the mill 
and the market be added to prices, but several increases each 
on rags, sulphite, bleach, etc. 


inter- 


Increased Taxation 


Increases in taxation figure the same way. That is, not only 


the increases on the paper mill, but the increases paid by the 
stock dealer, the coal mine, etc., all must go into the paper. 

The labor situation brings us to a critical point. The paper 
mills have to bid against munitions plants and war industries 
for their labor, Present payrolls are 80 per cent. higher than 
before the war. Machine tenders who used to work twelve 
hours for $3.50 now get $5.60 for 8 hours. Per day per machine 
the old cost for machine tenders was $7.00. The cost is 
$16.80—240 per cent. of previous cost. 

Materials average about 250 per cent. of the prices before the 
war. 

The cost of leading items of materials has advanced on an 
average of about 250 per cent. Here are some of the prices in 
1914 and 1918:

Past reports have indicated shipments running at a rate less 
than 500,000,000 tons or two tons where we need three. There 
is plenty of coal in the ground. There is a fair supply of miners, 
but there are not enough cars and trackage and engines. In 10 
years the consumption of coal has increased 80% while “he cars 
have increased only 20%. New Engiand needs 30,000,000 tons 
a year. It used to get 2/3 of its coal by water. The railroads 
can with difficulty carry in 10,000,000 tons. The boats have 
been commandeered for Government use; we have less boats than 
last year and last year we went short of coal. This year is 
likely to see unusual shortage because before the paper mills 
will come homes, railroads, munition plants and public service 
corporations. It is not unlikely that with transportation at 2/3 
what is wanted, and the various preferred users, that paper may 
have to go without. 
Stocks Are Depleted 

This brings us to another interesting consideration. The stock 
ready for shipment on hand at the mills making the better grades 
of paper stood January 1 at about 6,500 tons. This in four 
months had been reduced about 2,500 tons, making about 4,000

would consume the 4,000 tons in about six months. This stock 
represents great diversity of items—for instance, in Bond papers, 
a line containing 200 different stock items would have perhaps 
175 of them in colors. This being the case, it would be seen 
that the better selling items like the white are due to be ex- 
hausted long before the six months’ period is up. 


Export Demand 


Another reason for the increased cost of paper has been the 
export demand. This can be seen more clearly by considering 
the situation of the mills making paper in different countries. 
The Paper Trade Directory of the World, of London, which is 
fairly complete, lists a total of about 4,700 mills, divided as 
follows in the principal countries making paper:

It will be noticed that Germany and Austria have somewhat over 
1,300 mills or more than one-quarter of the total number. They 
shipped immense quantities of paper to Latin America and were 
getting a strong foothold in the United States, British posses- 
sions and elsewhere. At the beginning of the war the writer 
remembers learning one day that 800 cases of high grade paper 
from Austria had just arrived on the New York docks. For 
some time after the war started this paper came along in greater 
or less quantities, but gradually this was stopped by the Allies’ 
blockade. 
Prices Abroad 3 or 4 Times Normal 


The mills of France, England and Italy total nearly the same 
number, or nearly 25 per cent. of the world’s total. At the be- 
ginning of the war they were furnishing large quantities of paper 
for themselves and for export. Military service and scarcity of 
materials and labor have vastly reduced the amount produced 
until at the present time it is credibly reported that English 
mills are running only about 15 to 20 per cent. capacity. They 
are forbidden by law to furnish any customer more than 50 per 
cent. of his previous purchases and they take no new customers. 
Prices in England are advanced three to four hundred per cent. 
For instance, Bond paper before the war, 10c; present price, 40c. 
Coated book before the war, 6c; present price, 18c. Machine 
finished book before the war, 3%c; present price, 15%4c. Com- 
mon tissue paper before the war, 90c per ream; present price, 
$3.93 per ream. Kraft paper before the war, $70.00 per ton; 
present price, $750.00 per ton. Straw Board before the war, 
$60.00 per ton; present price, $350.00 per ton. 


Materials in Italy 824% of Normal 
The price of papers in Italy has risen to something like the 
same extent, that is, approximately four times the pre-war price. 
The following is something regarding cost of various materials 
in Italy, the cost before the war being figured as July 31, 1914, 
and later prices July 31, 1917. The advances have been as fol- 
lows in percentage:

no matter what the price. 





These average an advance of 825 per cent. The information 
on the situation in France is not so definite, but indicates that 
substantially the same conditions prevail. The paper mills of neu- 
trals, or invaded territories, such as Switzerland, Hol!and, Sweden, 
Belgium and Poland are so disorganized for lack of coal, ma- 
terials and other reasons that they do not materially affect the 
situation. This being the case, with 25 per cent. of the world’s 
tonnage in the central powers out of business so far as export 
is concerned, with another 25 per cent. of France, Germany and 
Italy out of the race, with the neutrals largely eliminated, the 
export demand of the world for such countries as Latin America, 
British possessions and other points falls on America which has 
1,012 mills or about 22 per cent of the total number. 

Recent months have shown an export of writing paper and 
envelopes of between five and six hundred thousand dollars per 
month, or say $6,000,000.00 to $7,000,000.00 per year. This is an 
increase of many times what our pre-war exports in this class 
of business were. 


The Workers and the War 

In normal times the United States has been estimated to have 
about 35,000,000 workers. In war times it is estimated that it 
takes six workers to feed, clothe, transport munition and care 
for a soldier. With an army of a million men this removes 
7,000,000 of the workers, i.e., 1,000,000 fighting men and 6,000,- 
000 people supporting them by their labor. If we have an army 
of 3,000,000 men this will figure 21,000,000 people to carry on 
the war, i.e., 3,000,000 soldiers and 18,000,000 workers to support 
them. Now it may be possible to increase the 35,000,000 workers 
in the United States somewhat by adding women, children and 
old men, but making a maximum allowance for what we can do 
in this way there is a broad gap to be filled. This gap will be 
filled by taking labor from the industries that are less essential 
to immediate fighting. The tendency will be to live on existing 
paper stocks until exhausted. This means higher prices. 


Proportions of War Business to Peace Business 

Take the same situation in another way. It is estimated that 
the business in the United States aggregates about $31,000,000,- 
000.00 a year in normal times. With this in mind, consider the 
fact that the Government has this year appropriated $19,000,000,- 
000.00 ($18,000,000,000.00 of which is in excess of the ordinary 
appropriation, this being in peace times about $1,000,000,000.00 
per year). Now the question comes how are we going to do 
this $18,000,000,000.00 extra business? We shall be short the 
soldiers who are fighting to begin with. With all the extra labor 
that we can secure, there will still be a gap. This gap will again 
fall on the “non-essential” industries to fill. 

The Outlook Unpromising 

The outlook is not good. With marty millions out of peace 
industry, how many can be spared for paper-making ? 

With more ships we will have more exports. This means more 
shortage at home and higher prices—both of materials and fin- 
ished paper. More ships will take more coal. 

With the paper industry in the United States going full and 
helping hold down prices, the English market has risen about 
four times pre-war prices. With no outside source of supply to 
steady the market, our own prices are likely to go higher than 
in England. Neither manufacturers, jobbers, nor printers want 
them, but they come like water over a dam. The war is the 
dam: the water will rise until it goes over the dam. 

It would not be at all surprising if papers that sold before the 
war at 15c should go to 60c or 75c. 

It may even come to the point where paper cannot be had,

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Reasonahle Economies 


The efforts of the Pulp and Paper Section of the War Indus- 
tries Board in endeavoring to bring about economies in the pro- 
duction and consumption of paper are proving decidedly more 
sane and reasonable than it was expected would be the case when 
it was first intimated that it was likely that such steps would be 
taken. The authorities at Washington in charge of this matter 
have consulted with some of the most representative men in the 
industry and developments indicate that they have received much 
practicable advice which apparently they have freely followed. 

Elsewhere in this issue are printed numerous recommendations 
from various sections of the trade as to how in the minds of 
manufacturers in these sections such economies as are aimed at 
can be effected. It is stated that it is the purpose of the Pulp and 
Paper Section to make these changes effective August 1, unless 
substantial reasons are immediately presented to show that by 
some modifications thg purposes of the Government can be better 
carried out. P 

The recommendations should be carefully investigated by all 
those interested in the spirit suggested; that is, with the thought, 
if possible, of presenting only such modifications as will enable 
the Government better to carry out its purpose of economically 
producing paper and of producing it in such quantities as will 
more adequately meet the needs of the country. 

So far as can be observed the recommendations militate against 
no particular section of the country or class of manufacturers, 
and after they have been adopted will probably, in the great ma- 
jority of cases at least, come to be looked upon as actually bene- 
fiting rather than inconveniencing the industry. Keen competi- 
tion for business in years past has caused manufacturers of 
papers to do many unreasonable things for customers, and if the 
present condition of affairs teaches them that they have been 
needlessly foolish in many such instances, a reformation that may 
continue even after the war, will doubtless be wrought. But just 
now, for patriotic reasons more especially, it behooves manufac- 
turers to co-operate as much as possible with the Government in 


bringing about the suggested arrangements.

The Paper Shortage Problem 


The leading editorial in the last Thursday’s issue of the Phila- 
delphia North American was on “The Paper Shortage Problem.” 
In part this read as follow: 

“The drastic rules for the elimination of waste and the observ- 
ance of economies in the use of print paper, issued by the Gov- 
ernment through the War Industries Board, are patriotic, wise 
and practical. They are, moreover, based upon a clear under- 
standing of the wasteful methods <nd sharp practices employed 
by a large number of newspapers to hold up their circulation fig- 
ures. It is directed that publishers shall discontinue acceptance 
of the return of unsold copies, and the sending of free copies, 
whether as samples or exchanges, also various practices designed 
to create an artificial circulation. 

“In intervening to stop these wastes the Gavernment has not 
over-stepped its proper functions, but has performed an important 
duty. Print paper has been justly classified as an essential product 
during the war; labor, fuel and transportation, over which the 
Government exercises strict supervision, enter into the manufac- 
ture, and therefore the action taken is legitimate and necessary. 
This assumption of cqntrol over an essential commodity which the 
newspapers must have is in no way analogous to the objectionable 
attempts that have been made to dictate news and editorial policies 
by methods approaching intimidation. 

“But regulating prices and preventing extortion are not the only 
thing these bodies can do—they can encourage production. And 
while the controversy may have made them feel in some meas- 
ure unsympathetic toward the manufacturers, that should not de- 
ter them from giving the paper mills all possible assistance, espe- 
cially in getting fuel and transportation facilities. 

“Tn this, as in all other essential industries, the vital factor is not 
alone selling price, but production. The policy of the administra- 
tion has been to make price the all-important thing; thus the mine 
rate for coal at first was fixed so low, for political reason, that 
the output was dangerously reduced. Moreover, manufacturing 
has actually been needlessly obstructed, as when the principal 
paper company was compelled to shut down even its waterpower 
mills on the Garfield fuelless days, with a consequent wastage of 
power and reduction of output, and no saving of coal. 

“Whatever program is necessary in the national interest will 
have, of course, the loyal co-operation of the newspapers. It is 
their right, however, to insist upon fair and national procedure— 
that the burden of sacrifices shall be distributed among the publica- 
tions on an equitable basis; that the same principle applied to other 


essential commodities shall stop the waste involved in the sale 
of newspapers at less than the cost of the white paper; and, espe- 
cially, that every effort be made to overcome the shortage by 
stimulating production, as well as by. restricting consumption.” 


Kalamazoo Label Co. Reorganized

KaLaMAzoo, Mich., July 15, 1918—Change in owners and a 
complete reorganization is reported by the Kalamazoo Label Com- 
pany. Louis W. Sutherland and F. W. Sutherland, founders of 
the business and respectively president and vice-president, have 
sold their interests to W. E. McGuire and R. E. Somers. The 
capital continues at $50,000, with the following officers: President, 
W. E. McGuire; vice-president, A. E. Somers;’ treasurer, A. C. 
McGuire; secretary, R. E, Somers. 

The plant is an excellent one throughout, the equipment being 
unusually complete. The business is well established. 

The Messrs. Sutherland will now be able to devote all their 
time to the management of the Kalamazoo Carton Company, a 
concern that promises to be one of Kalamazoo’s most important 
industries. 


Sulphite Plant at Niagara Falls Again Running 
[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Nracara Fatts, N. Y., July 15, 1918—The sulphite mill of the 
Falls plant of the International Paper Company is again running 
at capacity, after being shut down since last February. Nearly 
100 men are employed. The paper mill is still silent. It is not 
known when power will be released by the Government to operate 
the big plant. Part of the mill is being used to manufacture ferro- 
silicon for the Government. 


News Print Case to Reopen July 29 
Although no official announcement has been made by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, it is definitely understood that the com- 
mission will sit in the reopening of the newsprint case a week 
from today, Monday, July 29, at 2.30 o’clock in the afternoon. 
It is not believed that the hearings will be extensive, but thought 
that the reopened case can be quickly and easily adjusted. 


Paper Men to Appear Before War Labor Board 
Officials of the War Labor Board are asking officers of the 
Crown-Willamette-Hawley Pulp & Paper Company, of Portland, 
Ore., to appear before the board sometime during the week of 
July 22 to explain their attitude in a controversy with their em- 
ployees.

Lawrence Mass 
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Henry F. Case 

HicHLAND Park, Conn., July 15, 1918—Henry F. Case, one of 
the original Case Brothers, and all his life identified with their 
successful paper manufacturing enterprises, died of heart failure 
at his home recently. 

He had been more or less afflicted with the infirmities of old 
age during the past year, but continued active in business until this 
spring, devoting much of his time to the paper mill in which he 
was interested with his son. 

Mr. Case was a machinist of superior ability. He specialized in 
paper machinery and invented and built many labor-saving ap- 
pliances. He was devoted to his home and his work and was 
rarely seen in public places. 

Henry F. Case, son of Charles and Mary Ingalls Clough Case, 
was born in Manchester, March 5, 1838. He was a descendant of 
John Case, of Aylsham, England, who came to this state early in 
the colonial period. Mr. Case learned his trade with Samuel 
Loomis of this town, whose shop was on Bigelow Brook. Here 
Mr. Case’s natural genius for mechanics developed into inventive 
power. His first partnership in the paper business with his 
brother Frank, Smith Talcott and Horace Bidwell, at Talcottville, 
was very successful. After four years, Messrs. Henry and Frank 
Case sold out their interest and with their brother, Wells, built 
a mill at Wyllys Falls, which was operated by them for five years. 
They then devoted themselves to the manufacture of special types 
of paper machinery, largely invented by members of the Case 
family. Thus Henry Case became financially interested in several 
mills, which he had equipped. The first was built by Dr. Sumner 
in Bolton; the next constructed by Hon. John R. Buck and 
brother in East Glastonbury; the third, the mill at Naubuc, now 
owned and operated by Frank Clark. 

Later, the five Case brothers, Frank Henry, Wells, Willard and 
Frederick, purchased of the Cowles Paper Company the property 
at Unionville, Conn. About fourteen years ago, Henry Case sold 
his interest to the Case Manufacturing Company and, with his 
son Charles, bought a woolen mill in Oneco, Conn, converting it 
into a paper mill, which is a model plant for the manufacture of 
specialties. 

In October, 1866, he was married to Selena C. Roe, who, with 
his son Charles, his two daughters, Miss Winifred Case and Mrs. 
Julia C. Risley, survive him. His only sister, Mrs. Andrew J. 
Wright, of Springfield, Mass., passed away several years ago, and 
A. Willard Case is the only remaining brother. 


, John J. Knight 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Katamazoo, Mich., July 15, 1918—John J. Knight, founder of 
the Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment Company, and one of the 
wealthiest, most influential and most beloved citizens of Kalama- 
zoo, died Wednesday night at the age of 70 years. Mr. Knight 
was always foremost among thoge who promoted the interests of 
this community. He worked unselfishly for every worthy cause 
and his friends included men of all classes. 

In 1907 he gave the land and organized the Kalamazoo Vegetable 
Parchment Company, a $50,000 concern. The first small unit of 
the present immense plant was erected and Jacob Kindleberger 
came on as manager. Two years ago when this company jumped 
from $337,000 capital to $1,000,000, Mr. Knight was very active 
in the reorganization, though suffering from ill health. He had 
t©é personal ‘satisfaction 6f O.K.-ing every move proposed by Mr. 
Kindleberger for the advancement of the industry and its em- 
ployees. 

In addition to his activities in connection with the Kalamazoo 
Vegetable Parchment Company, Mr. Knight was one of the 
founders of the Merchants’ Publishing Company, The Kalamazoo 


Loose Leaf Binder Company, the Michigan Enameling Company, 
General Gaslight Company, Arcade Company, Kalamazoo Hotel 
Company and others of Kalamazoo’s most important industries. 
He was a director in each of these concerns, having recently 
abandoned various offices on account of poor health. 

Forty-seven years ago he married May Potter, daughter of Hon, 
and Mrs. Allen Potter, one of Kalamazoo’s wealthiest families. 
The Potters were among those who were interested in the original 
Kalamazoo Paper Company, Kalamazoo’s first paper mill. 

All Kalamazoo mourns his death. It is reckoned a real com- 
munity loss. The following glowing tribute to his memory was 
written by Jacob Kindleberger: 

“‘Know ye not, that there is a Prince and great man fallen this 
day in Israel?’—2 Samuel 3:28. 

“History repeats itself today in the above quotation. There has 
lived no man among us who was more worthy to receive the title 
of ‘Prince and great man’ than Mr. John J. Knight. All 
knew him, both young and old think of him in these terms. 

“His immediate associates in business will always hold him in 
the highest esteem for his sterling qualities, his excellent judg- 
ment, and for his insistence that all things, whether great or small, 
be done right-—and be right. 

“He loved young men and always. went out of his way for their 
welfare and their success. A large host of men owe their success 
in life to his guidance, to his advice. No worthy cause ever left 
his presence empty handed. His influence for good in both the 
business and social life of Kalamazoo stands without parallel. 
Those who knew him best unconsciously think and say, ‘John J. 
Knight was indeed a man whose heart God had touched.’ 

“His sterling qualities, honesty of: purpose, unquestionable in- 
tegrity are so indelibly stamped upon the minds of all his associates 
that they will live forever. He will no longer be with us in the 
flesh to cheer and guide us, but our consolation is that his spirit 
and influence ever remain with us. We know that God will bless 
his memory for our good, and to those who knew him intimately, 
he remains a ‘Prince and great man.’”

Dr. Travis, who has recently returned from France, spoke 
graphically of his experiences on the Western Front. He was 
able to give first hand accounts of the German methods of waging 
war and the spirit in which the American troops met the situation. 
He was emphatic in his praise of the fighting spirit and morale of 
the American troops and said their ability as fighters is not open 
to discussion. 

Dr. Travis contended that there was no question that in the 
matter of fighting, enduring hardships and privations, our troops 
would come up to our fullest expectations, but in order to keep the 
morale up to the highest pitch and make the troops most effective 
it was absolutely necessary that provision be made whereby the 
men may obtain relief from the deadly grind and monotony in- 
cident to a soldier's life in the present war. He claims that the 
most insidious evil with which the men had to contend was what 
the French describe as “Maladie noir” or as Dr. Travis expressed 
it the “blue devils.” . The condition of mind to which this term 
applies is a combination of homesickness, lack of accustomed 
diversion, radical change in past habits of life, ennui and the ever- 
lasting monotony of trench life with its discomforts, sickening 
odors and unsanitary surroundings, all of which tend to produce 
a mental state which is a real menace to the health, spirit and ef- 
ficiency of the troops. To counteract these demoralizing influences 
is the work of the Y. M. C. A. men. The duties of the Overseas 
Y. M. C. A. men are manifold. They are to keep neat, clean and 
wholesome their cantonments where the men can go for amuse- 
ment, writing, reading or rest. Many people think that the work 
of the Y. M. C. A. abroad is work of a religious nature. This is 
far from the truth if the word “religion” is considered in its cus- 
tomary sense. While the Y. M. C. A. workers are expected to 
lead, clean, wholesome lives their principal duties are to cheer up 
the men, give them a friendly greeting when they come to the 
Y. M. C. A. quarters, interest themselves in the men’s troubles and 
do what they can to relieve them, devise forms of amusement, use 
their influence to have them write home and show interest in their 
personal troubles. 


Dr. Travis feels that the work that the Y. M. C. A. men were 
doing could not be overstated and that the crying need for more 


‘workers for overseas duty was worthy of the earnest thought and 


consideration of every business man at home who might be able 
to offer themselves, or find others who were suitably equipped and 
willing to undertake this important work. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Travis’ address Mr. Wilson explained 
that it required ability to keep cheerful and bring inspiration to 
men who are war weary, homesick and discouraged and who are 
facing unusual temptations and that it was no task for men who 
were faint-hearted or of low physical vitality, but that for the right 
man there was a wonderful work which would as truly add to the 
winning of the war as though they were on the fighting line. 

Applicants should be beyond the draft age and men of from 35 
to 50 years were sought. 

The gentlemen who were present at the meeting agreed to do 
what they could to acquaint the trade with the facts in the hope 
that available material will be found who would be willing to con- 
tribute their services and help fill the demand for a thousand men 
who are wanted from this district for overseas service in connec- 
tion with the Y. M. C. A.

“In order to secure accurate information regarding the manu- 
facture of labels for the use of the Pulp and Paper Section of 
the War Industries Board, the commission, with the assistance of 
the War Service Committee of label manufacturers, has prepared 
the enclosed questionnaire which you are requested to fill out and 
return not later than July 20, 1918. 

“Fuel, labor, and transportation conditions particularly in the 
territory east of the Alleghenies, together with the greatly in- 
creased demands of the various branches of the Government for 
certain kinds of paper products will undoubtedly force a con- 
siderable readjustment of production and consumption in the near 
future. It is therefore very important that the Government be in 
possession of full and complete information regarding the label 
manufacturing industry. It is also important that measures be 
taken promptly to increase the efficiency and productive capacity 
of the mills making label paper. The standardization of the grades 
of paper used and the reduction in the weights of such papers have 
been recommended as one means of accomplishing this end. Will 
you kindly give these recommendations the most careful considera- 
tion and make your answers very explicit?”

Report of the Paper Laboratory 

Reports of the work of the paper laboratory of the Bureau of 
Standards for May and June have just been submitted to the 
director of the bureau. 

In May there were 719 tests made by the laboratory, of which 
429 were for the Public Printer, 248 for executive departments 
and 42 for outside parties. 

In June there were 622 tests made, 429 for the Public Printer, 
101 for executive departments, and 92 for private parties. 

During the past couple of months a considerable portion of the 
time of the laboratory has been devoted to the study of special 
problems for the War and Navy departments. Among the sub- 
jects considered have been paper containers to replace tin.

Edward D. Stenacker Gets Decision 

At the March term of the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court for the Fourth Department of the State of New 
York, a decision was handed down in favor of Edward D. 
Stenacker against the Clark Paper and Manufacturing Com- 
pany, of Rochester, N. Y., modifying an injunction order is- 
sued by the Supreme Court against Mr. Stenacker, restraining 
him from working for any competitor of the plaintiff in the 
State of New York for a period of eight years. The Appel- 
late Court held that the only injunction that plaintiff was en- 
titled to was to restrain defendant from soliciting orders from 
the customers of the Clark Paper Company, whom he had 
solicited while in their employ, pending the trial of the case. 

The action arose when Mr. Stenacker left the Clark Paper 


and Manufacturing Company to enter the employ of the 
George Irish Paper Company, of Buffalo, as a salesman. Soon 
after the Clark Paper and Manufacturing Company served 


him with an injunction restraining him from continuing in 
the Irish Company’s employ, alleging that Mr. Stenacker had 
entered into a contract with the Clark Company not to sell 
paper for any competitor for a period of eight years after he 
had left their employ. 

Mr. Stenacker charges that the contract was only intended 
to cover the sale of paste, and not paper. He then moved to 
have the injunction vacated, which was denied by the trial 
court, and the Appellate Division modified the decision of the 
lower court, practically holding that the defendant could not 
be restrained from working for any other competitor of the 
plaintiff. 

Costs of the appeal amounting to $242.60 were awarded to 
Mr. Stenacker. A further order of the court was made re- 
quiring the Clark Company to give a bond in the sum of 
$1,000. 

Mr. Stenacker is now connected with the Chicago offices 
of the Hartje Paper Manufacturing Company.

Middletown 
Ohio 
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New York Market Review 


Office of the Parer Trape Journal, 
Wepnespay, July 17, 1918. 

The New York market has fully settled down to its dull sum- 
mer routine. There is not very much trading going on as most 
of the mills have supplied their wants for the summer, and things 
are expected to be quiet until the fall. 

In news print, there have been several interesting developments 
during the week. In certain sections of the country, particularly 
the middle west, mill workers have been unsatisfied with the new 
Government wage scale, and as a consequence there have been 
several strikes. For that reason the production of news print 
was considerably lower last week than it has been in any recent 
previous week. 

News print manufacturers estimate that the new Government 
order concerning the return of unsold news papers will decrease 
the consumption of news print about ten per cent. This estima- 
tion is based partly on past experiences, and partly on uncertain 
calculations. It is doubtful, however, that the decrease will 
amount to more than ten per cent. 

Wrapping papers continue to be steady. There is a good de- 
mand on all grades, with an increase in price of krafts. Other 
grades have remained stationary in price, but this can be ac- 
counted for by the fact that they are not in as good demand as 
kraft. 

All grades of fine papers continue in good demand. There have 
been no changes in the price of any of the grades, and book 
papers continue to be the most active. 

Boards are still firm in price, with a good demand reported 
on all grades. The prices on all grades are exceptionally high. 
News, straw and chip are all quoted at $75 as the minimum price, 
and there is very little of these grades to be had at this price. 
These are the highest prices that have been paid in some time. 

Tissues have again resumed great activity, and the prices have 
advanced in nearly all grades. White No. 1 is now quoted at 
1.10@1.20, marking the biggest advance of the week. 


Mechanical Pulp 


Continued good water conditions have helped the grinders to 
turn out a large supply of mechanical pulp. The market for 
ground wood has, however, been rather weak. While grinders 
have had no trouble in disposing of the bulk of their output on 
comtract, they have had some trouble in disposing of surplus 
stocks. The prices have been low on mechanical pulp, but grind- 
ers are anxious to store up a surplus against the inevitable dry 
season, so they are not very anxious to sell. 


Chemical Pulp 


The chemical pulp market has continued very active. Sulphites 
have again risen in price, and there is a good demand on all 
grades. Extra strong unbleached sulphite has jumped to 4.00@ 
4.25, and is expected to go still higher in the near future. The 
order of the War Industries Board, urging news print manufac- 
turers, who are perhaps the greatest users of sulphites, to be as 
economical as possible, will doubtless eventually affect the pulp 
market. At present the market has not yet felt the effect of this 
request. 

Rags 

‘The rag market has been more steady during the past week. 
Trices have not advanced in as many grades as has been the case 
l.eretofore. The demand is still good, however, and many grades 
are still scarce. Advances have been noted in several of the 
grades of cottons, miscellaneous whites No, 2, and black stock- 
ings. All other grades have remained stationary. 


Bagging 
All grades of bagging, while in good demand, have not changed 


in price during the week. Bright bagging and heavy wool tares 
are the most active grades, and are soon expected to rise in price. 
Other grades while fairly active are not expected to change in 
price for the present. 

Paper Stock 


The better grades of paper stock continue the most active items 
on the paper stock list. Other items on the list continue in good 
demand and several of them have risen in price. Soft white shav- 
ings have made the biggest advance of the week and are now 
quoted at 4.12@4.50. Manillas have nearly all shown a moderate 
increase over last week, as also have several of the grades of 
news. Old krafts, in spite of the fact that they have not risen in 
price, continue to be in the best demand. 


Twines 


The twine market has not changed any. Prices continue nomi- 


nal, and as was said in this column last week, if you are known 
by a firm you will have no trouble in obtaining twines at nominal 
prices, but if you are unknown, it is hard to get stock at any price. 


Conditions Regarding Wrapping Paper 

John L. Golden, 114 South Salina Street, Syracuse, N. Y., re- 
cently sent a letter to his trade regarding conditions more 
especially in the wrapping paper market, that aroused a great deal 
of interest. The letter is reprinted herewith: 

Just a word to let you know that I am neither dead nor sleeping. 

The thought came to me while reading the paper journal that 
the question of the shortage in wrapping papers has not been ex- 
plained to many of our jobbers, who at times have blamed the 
manufacturers for holding up their orders. Before the war all 
orders, as a rule, were shipped promptly. Now, with the war on 
our hands it is different. Manufacturers of sulphite and pulp, 
which go to make up most grades of paper intended fof wrapping 
and manufacture of paper bags, meet the same obstacles that you 
meet. Labor to fall the timber in the forests is becoming alarm- 
ingly short. 

All young husky men have gone to war. Today the old men 
have to take their place. You know the results. 

Girls by the hundreds, once occupied in the manufacture of paper 
bags for counting, checking, marking, etc., have left their positions 
to secure better positions in stores and offices. You would be sur- 
prised if I told you that hundreds of bag machines that were once 
running over time are now standing idle, for the lack of com- 
petent hands to run the machines. 

Demands for paper cartons are increasing daily. Manufac- 
turers who heretofore used wooden boxes are now using paper 
cartons. Only last week the manufacturers of knit goods and 
hosiery decided to use paper cartons and wrapping papers, thus 
creating a new market for paper. All of which have a tendency 
to lessen the output of the paper to the jobbers for ordinary 
wrapping purposes. This condition will continue. You may not 
look for prompter deliveries during the duration of the war. The 
only thing to do is to place your orders fer paper and paper bags 
in advance of your needs, 

I presume that this letter like most circular letters will find its 
way to the waste backet in many cases before itis read, which 
reminds me of a story told by the old colored layman who met the 
evangelist one day and said: 

“Well, brother, are many coming to the Lord these days?” 

“No,” said the evangelist, “I am sorry to say.” 

“Well,” said the colored layman, “I reckon the word of God 
these days has a free course with most people.” 

“How is that?” asked the evangelist. 

“Why,” said the colored man. “It goes in one ear and out the 
other.”
